proxy was fifll out of a total member- 
ship of 1.175. Almost 60 per cent of 
the membership was thus represent- 
ed at the meeting, 


The ^resident of the A. C. C.

Louis Bruch of tlit American Radi- > 
ator company of Chicago.

dress to the convention Mr. Bruch 
said the Audit Bureau of Circulation 
represented the organized will of the ' 
largest single bodv in this country 
devoted to the betterment of adver- 
tising conditions.

Sees Peace in Embargo. 
txpluining the long drawn out con- 
tinuation of the war Mrs. White this 
morning based her opinion of the fact 
that with outside nations supplying 
the belligerents they would continue 
to fight without 
signal 
victory 
or 
great advantage to either cause as 
embargo. 
Only that would ostracise 
Germany entirely, as well as the al- 
lies would be the means of bending 
the warring countries to their knees 
and pave the way for peace. 
"The strenuous 
objection 
of 
the 
neutral nations when 
England pro- 
posed its blockade of Germany has 
caused this latter nation to be able to 
hold out far longer than it could had 
it not been constantly receiving huge 
supplies from without. 
The United 
States and other countries protested 
strongly to England 
when she pro- 
posed this close blockade and herself 
and her allies, also depending to a 
very great extent 
on the 
United 
States 
and 
other neutral countries 
had 
to 
acceed 
to 
the 
neutrals' 
demands. It is a cycle of intracacies 
but if the neutral nations would cease 
sending 
these 
supplies, 
the 
war 
would necessarily have to end. 
Ap- 
parently neither side is any stronger 
than the other." 
Relative to conditions in Italy Mrs. 
White gave an interesting 
account. 


, At the opening of the war, she said, 
conditions 
were 
naturally unstable 


I but the Italians 
rapidly 
readjusted 
themselves 
to the 
newer trend of 
things and at the present time are in 
fact better off than any other nation 
in the gigantic conflict. 


Italy's Supplies Adequate. 
Italy has great 
supplies of wheat 
and meat and being the California of 
Europe has. great acreages of' fruits 
and vegetables.. At the time of the 
declaration of war 
on 
Austria the 
money market fluctuated to such an 
extent 
that 
a 
dollar in .American 
money was worth a dollar and thirty- 
four cents in Italian. A decrease has 
since occurred so that now the mark- 
et is stable with an American dollar 
being worth but about one dollar and 
nineteen cents Italian. 
Food and other prices are naturally 
higher but not so high as Mrs. White 
found when she landed at New York 


She spent seven months with the 
Italian .Red Cross at Florence.

work was entirely gratis.

Mrs. White is enthusiastic regard- 
ing Italy and its people. "Don t judge

ASPHALT SALESMEN 


STILL HOLDING UP 


AWARD OF CONTRACT 


Bermuda Agent Claims Before Board 


of Public Works That Sacro Is 


Not a Natural Asphalt as 


( Required. 


The asphalt war has noi been set- 
tled, or .even has peace been declared, 
but the city 
look . a big spurt this 


I morning and cleared several trenches 
I tbat bad been troubling them during 
the past week. The board of public 
works, being the powers to decide 
will have their hands full to let the 
contract for the asphalt-macadam pav- 
ing for Oakland avenue and Forest 
Park 'boulevard. 


Friday afternoon the board met and 
took up the matter with Mr. Cartack, 
agent for .the company selling Sarco 
asphalt, 
who, with 
his 
attorney, 
Charles E. Pierce, held the floor. The 
meeting ended early, when 
several 
members desired to go to Madison to 
hear about something besides asphalt, 
when Mr. Jeffris opened his campaign. 
The question is purely a legal one, 


if the board of public works or council 
commission can award the contract to 
the Bermuda asphalt manufacturers 
rather than the company selling Sarco. 
It is generally understood that every 
member of the board is in favor of 
Bermuda, and will award the contract 
for this asphalt, even though the price 
is the highest, being $1.06. They con- 
sider it the best material available. 
Now it appears that the Sarco pro- 
ducers have got a "high-low-jack and 
the game" hold on the bids through 
the fact that several low estimates 
were submitted under the new speci- 
fications. The board divided the as- 
phalt into two classes, that which is 
prepared 
essentially 
from 
refined, 
crude or solid "natural" asphalt, soft- 
ened to the required consistency, or 
artificial asphalt. The Bermuda bid is 
$1.05 
and the Sarco bid $1.01. 
The 
Sarco agent claims his product is a 
natural asphalt and meets with every 
requirement o£ the specifications. If 
so, the board under the law will have 
to award the contract with the condi- 
tions that this asphalt be used. 
But along comes E. L. Abell, repre- 
sentative of the company producing 
Bermuda, and he alleges that the Sarco 
did not have a natural product, and 
if they claim so, it was a "manufac- 
tured natural asphalt." The complete 
history of asphalt mining, the fluxing 
the 
natural 
product, 
the 
various 
sources of obtaining the matireal, and 
divers other problems came into con- 
sideration, until asphalt was a much 
abused word. 


The board used 
judgment in not 
bringing the.two asphalt agents to- 
gether to stage a debate on the quali- 
ties of each other's product, for in 
making various and different claims, 
there might have been something in- 
teresting occurred. Agent Abell stat- 
ed that Bermuda contained no fiux 
material, but was pure, unadulterated 
asphalt reduced down to the usable 
stage. He also claimed that the com- 
pany that Cormerly made Sarco as- 
phalt was not in the market for sell- 
ing paving asphalt, but that they had 
a small supply which they desired to 
"wish" on Janesville. 


Other facts were presented to the 
board to show that the Sareo material 
bid on could not be called a natural 
material in the commercial sense 
So 


it becomes the duty of the board of 
public works to decide which claim is 
right. If they decide Sarco does not 
come under the class of a natural as- 
phalt, according to the specifications, 
and award the bid to the Bermuda 
company, a legal action might result 
The board came to no final decision 
today, desiring to carefully consider 
the various angles to the case and 
ruake a legal -investigation 
before 
awarding the contract.
